for the construction of the British Pa- 
cific. The capacity of the province to 
grant the land and money assistance, 
was as great then as it is today, and 
the construction of the railway at that 
date would have resulted in the province 
possessing fully r>0 per cent, greater 
population than at present, and its rev- 
enue would have .been double the pres- 
ent receipts. However, it was impos- 
sible to amend the error then committed, 
tout it was possible to 'avoid repeating it, 
and although he bad not discussed the 
project in its details with members of 
the government or with Mackenzie <fc 
Mann's representatives, he was .still em- 
phatically of the belief that the building 
of the railway -was of tirst importance 
in the development of the province. The 
district that it would serve was not 
at present provided with railway com- 
munication, and the resources along the 
route were as varied, and in his opinion 
of higher value than those existing along 
the line of the Canadian Pacific, its 
territory was practically outside the 
sphere of the C. P. It., and its construc- 
tion would add to and not take from 
that company's business. He, therefore, 
did not look for any opposition from that 
great corporation. 

It would be superfluous on bis part, 
nunnrked IMr. Itithet, to point out in 
detail all the resulting benefits that 
■would accrue from the building of the 
Canadian Northern to the I'acilic Coast, 
and in a terminus at Victoria. They 
were apparent to the mind of any think- 
ing man iwho bad observed the results 
following from the 'building of -similar 
lines oi i nhva\ in his opinion it Wie- 
the imperative duty of the government 
and legislature to deal with the 'proposals 
in a liberal and broad-minded spirit. The 
interests of the province should he thor- 
oughly safe-gunrded, of course. Inn the 
aid grained should be free from petty, 
harassing conditions, which, while serv- 
ing no really good end, were calculated 
to' place dillicillties in the path of the 
promoters in securing capital for the 
carrying out of the work. The con li- 
lioas surrounding the land grant should 
i'oe such as those dealing with the public, 
lands of the province. The ibenefits ac- 
cruing from the development of the 
country's resources, and the formation of 
communities contributing to the revenue, 
would be 'found to amply compensate for 
the aid granted in the way of land. The 
Dominion government should also con- 
tribute liberally in aid of the 'building 
of the Canadian Northern. During con- 
struction, and to a much greater extent 
afterwards, it was the Dominion and not 
the provincial treasury .whose receipfr 
would lie augmented 'by the (building of 
the line. It was, therefore, in Mr. 
Kithet's opinion, just that the Dominion 
should grunt very liberal aid. Such aid 
wtis practically in the nature of an ad- 
vance, lor il would not lake many yea is 
lo secure its return through the medium 
of the customs and internal revenue re- 
ceipts. 

Mr. Itithet had heard the fear ex- 
pressed that the Canadian Northern 
might build a 'branch to Quntsiuo Sound 
and that be made the shipping point for' 
the Oriental business. He thought this 
fear groundless, but even if such a plan 
was carried out, the 'business thereby 
created would be transacted on the Is- 
land, and Victoria houses would have 
an etpial chnuco in competing ifor it. Vic- 
toria should consider the fact that tile 
Canadian Northern was ibeing 'built as a 
(business proposition, and for the pur- 
pose oi" developing the resources of the 
province and seeking a share of the 
Oriental trade on business lines, and not 
for the sole purpose of building up Vic- 
toria. That Victoria would derive nil 
immense advantage from 'being made its 
business terminus could not (lie doubted, 
and this would lie of such great value 
that he for one accorded the scheme his 
hearty support. I.So fur as the trade 
along tin; line of the railway was con- 
cerned, Victoria would compete for it 
on equal terms, and it was solely a ques- 
tion of .business sagacity as to which 
business centre would receive the great- 
er share. The chief aim to be kept in 
view 'is to secure the building of the 
line al the earliest possible date, so that 
the magnificent resources contained in 
llie legion it will iraverse may lie de- 
veloped'. .Victorians should be eager lor 
this, mid be willing to take their chances 
in securing t he trade thereby created.

MOTIONS. 

.Mr. Neill moved, seconded' toy iMr. Pul- 
ton : 

That an order of the House bo 
granted for a return of all correspond- 
ence between the Provincial and Do- 
minion governments, or 'any oilicial 
thereof, since 1st March, 1001, on the 
subject of: 

1. The administration of minerals un- 
der Indian reserves; 

2. The adjustment and reduction in 
size of Indian reserves. 

Speaking to his resolution, iMr. Neill 
said it wtis well known that a dead lock 
practically existed between the Domin- 
ion and Provincial governments regard- 
ing the administration of minerals on. 
Indian reserves. These reserves were 
scattered all over the country, and a 
great'iunny of them were not occupied, 
by Indians, so that it was often impos- 
sible for a prospector to know where 
he was staking his claim. There were 
numerous eases Ll which millers had? 
staked claims on Indian reserves, anil 
spent large sums on development work 
before discovering that their claims wero 
within a reserve. He considered the 
quantity of land reserved for Indians- 
was vastly in excess of the actual re- 
quirements, and it included some of the 
best hinds, occupying in iiuauy instances! 
the shores at the head of waterways and 
other desirable locations. Lie quoted 
from a letter, received from a settler 
at 'Bella Coola, complaining of tiie detri- 
mental effects to settlement caused by 
Indian reserves, prospective settlers, and 
miners finding that till the choicest and 
most available agricultural and mineral 
lands were locked up, for the use of a 
handful of Indians, who made no at- 
tempt towards development. 

He commended the government for 
their presentation of this subject to tlio 
Dominion at the time of the ministerial 
visit to Ottawa, and his object in ask- 
ing for the papers was to ascertain what 
stops, if any, had been taken since. 

Mr. Clifford was in thoroughly sym- 
pathy with the resolution. In his con- 
stituency, along the iSkeeua river, large, 
tracts of the very richest land wero re- 
solved for Indians. He believed' the 
Indians should be generously treated, 
but there was such a thing as 'being too- 
generous. In one instance, a large tract 
of laud on the Skeena river was occu- 
pied by two Indians who took advantage 
of 'their proprietorship to levy toll oil' 
miners and others who had occasion to 
land on their territory. He' hoped the- 
government would take action to remedy 
what was undoubtedly a hardship to 
miners and settlers. 

Mr. A. \Y. Smith, also supported the 
resolution. The same conditions existed 
in iLillooet, and were a great drawback 
to settlement and mining. 

Mr. Stables testified tu the same State 
of a H airs in Atlin. 

Mr. Curtis said the reserves in the 
Similkamee.il valley were far iu excess 
of the requirements of the Indians. 
These reserves were a detriment to agri- 
eultural and mining development. Ho 
had learned from the Indian department 
at Ottawa, that the Dominion govern- 
ment were willing to co-operate with the 
provincial authorities to formulate some 
satisfactory scheme of administration. 
He suggested 'that mining and agricul- 
tural lands could be leased, the reutal 
to go to the Indian fund, with a per- 
centage deducted by the provincial gov- 
ernment for charges of administration. 

iMr. MdPhillips claimed that the prov- 
ince had power lo extinguish the Indian 
title, quoting from a judgment of Mr. 
J usi ice Burton in support of his conten- 
tion. Particularly was this action ad- 
visable in th" case of unoccupied re- 
serves. Why should these large tracts 
of valuable liuids lie idle'.' 1 

Mr. Pulton knew several instances 
where valuable mineral lands were lying 
undeveloped 'because they were on In- 
dian reserves. Lakes reserved for fish- 
ing and hay meadows were also included 
in some of these reserves, which were not. 
used by the Indians, but would too of 
great value to the white settlers. 

Mr. MeBride recognized the necessity 
] '"' immediate action being taken in set- 
tlement of I he Indian reserve question, 
especially i-i the mutter of mineral lands. 
Very large tracts of valuable f.-iuning 
lands were lying i lie iu the l-'raser river 
valley owing to their ibeing reserved for 
Indians, who wi re decreasing so rapidly 
Hint only a very small fraction of these 
tracts were required for their we. He 
urged the government to use every ef- 
fort to Ibrinjs about a solution of the 
Indian reserve problem. 

IHon. Col. Prior said the resolution 
would commend itself to every .member 
in the House. The subject had been 
presented to the Dominion government 
in the statement submitted at. Ottawa 
last year. He fully agreed with the 
arguments of honorable .members that 
the lands reserved throughout the prov- 
ince were far in excess of tiie neec'a 
of the Indians. He 'believed witli the 
other sipeakers, that the 'Indians should 
be generously dealt with. The govern- 
ment was henrtilv in acerxrl with the- 
resolution, and had no objection to bring- 
ing down the papers. 

'M-. TTelni'elfeu thought it all very 
well for honorable gentlemen to discuss 
this question ami arrange it to suit 
themselves, but they should rcMiiomber 
thai the Indians had rights, and il might 
be advis-alblc to consult them ns to tlvejr 
.desires in the lirst .place. They, after

Its. scheme is to colled money 
horn subscribers in weekly payments, 
promising to return Iheui double their 
money as fast as their policies become 
the oldest outstanding matured.

tober. 1 SI IN. the office of the Tontine 
company was opened up and the stream 
oi weekly payments began to How into 
its coffers. The plan was a simple one, 
and so long as the money kepi coming 
il was bound lo keep in business. The 
payment of a dollar a week tor SO 
weeks entitled tin' subscriber to a fully 
paid -up share of $100, tor which he got 
the cash so soon as then- was money to 
make lie payment.

KILLED BY POISON". 

Clnltl of \V. D. Williamson Demi From 
Eating Fungus From Trees. 

Clarence AV.illiain.son, the three-yenr- 
old son of W. D. Williamson, of Gordon 
IHeud, is dead under strange circum- 
stances, lie huis playing mbont tin' 
'fields and seemingly in good health until 
'a short time before be died, and death 
'is believed to have resulted from lux 
'having eaten some poisonouti matter, pre- 
sumably the fungus growth on old Lees 
similar to mushrooms. He complained 
of feeling ill at the evening meal be- 
tween five and six o'elock, and at three 
o'eloek on Thursday imorning he had con- 
vulsions, and died soon afterwards. The 
father had come to the city to secure 
Dr. Frank Hall, who drove to the resi- 
dence, but when they reached flic house 
the child watt dead. The funeral will 
take* place' today. No inquest will he 
held.

On I his occasion it was found that the 
child had died 24 hours after eating the 
poisonous fungus growing on trees.

FRANK APPROVAL. 

Mr., R. P. Rithet discusses the rail- 
way policy of the -present government

THE REDISTRIBUTION BFLU 

Th Redistribution Bill is now before 
the House and the country. It is admit- 
ted on all sides that substantial justice 
has been done. There lias been some 
criticism as to the method o ( . the Bill in 
increasing the membership of the House, 
lint, that criticism would only be valid 
if it could be pointer'/ out how justice 
could still have been done, and, what 
is equally important, injustice avoided, 
•by the adoption of any other course. The 
IJill as a whole is a statesmanlike meas- 
ure of brondininded justice, introduced 
by a government which keeps its pledges 
to liie electorate when the proper tiin? 
for their fulfilment arrives, and that 
without fear or favor, without section- 
al prejudice or hope of political advan- 
tage, unfairly taken through the re- 
distribution of seats. As such, the 
measure will he judged by the people 
»( the country, and, upon its merits, the 
government should hi»*e no difficulty in 
retaining what it lias certainly succecd- 
c<i in deserving, the full conlidence of 
the legislature and the country. We 
wonder upon wiiat. grounds the opposi- 
tion will oppose the second reading of 
Ibis Bill, for, presumably, the opposi- 
tion will oppose it. The probabilities 
are that one member of the opposition 
will oppose it on one ground and another 
member on an exactly opposite ground, 
neither taking any responsibility for the 
opinions of each other, and agreeing 
only in a factious opposition. These 
are the lines on which the members of 
the opposition have hitherto been work- 
ing under their present distinguished, or 
it might better be said, extinguished, 
leadership. This kind of oppositon ef- 
fects no good purpose except to demon- 
strate totnl incapacity to originate any 
coherent policy on the purt of those who 
indulge in it. It may be argued by one 
member of the opposition that the Bill 
gives too many members to the Upper 
Country. It is true that this attack 
would be made against the best feature 
of the Bill, its frank recognition of the 



growing importance of the Upper Coun- 
try. Could a government which p03scssj 
ed either foresight or u fair mind over- 
look the rate at which population is 
pouring into, any. Bast Kooteuay and 
the Boundary country? We have it on 
the authority, of one of the members of 
the opposition that through the increase 
of the coke industry, the opening of 
coal mines, on Michel and Morrissey 
creeks, the construction of railways, 
and the building 'of a smelter at Marys- 
ville, tlic population of Bast Kooteuay 
has been doubld'd within the last yeav, 
and is still very rapidly increasing. A 
similar state of affairs, though possibly 
not so pronounced, exists in the Grand 
Porks and Greenwood territory. Could 
any government possessed of either 
foresight or a fair mind, knowing that 
railway development will shortly extend 
this triumphant growth through the 
Similkameon and through, the northern 
portion of the province, a vast, unde- 
veloped empire, of almost incalculable 
wealth, could such a government refuse 
to permit the great interests and expec- 
tations of the Upper Country other than 
full and fair representation in the Le 
gislaturc? But with that argument, 
which might be brought forward by 
some members of the opposition, no 
member from the Upper Country itself 
could possibly ally himself, liow, then 
is he to support witli his vote an argu- 
ment lie is bound to refute with hi 
tongue? A member from the Upper 
Country, looking for a peg 011 which to 
base opposition to the Bill, would pro 
bnbly find it in the allegation that the 
membership from certain districts had 
not becfi reduced. So that we shall pro- 
bably see an opposition based on the 
fact that the membership of the Upper 
country has been increased, buttressed 
by an opposition based on the fact 
that the representation of the very con- 
stituencies of the members constituting 
the other section of the opposition, has 
not been reduced. How laughable in it- 
self, and how indicative of the disorder 
and confusion reigning in the opposi- 
tion! In addition, what ample proof 
there is in those two mutually exclusive 
grounds of possible opposition, that the 
measure itself is as fair as it is com- 
prehensive. 

A NARROW VIEW. 

Sir Wilfrid Xlaurier, who is Premier 
of the Dominion of Canada, and sup- 
posed to be a statesman, has made the 
following declaration in parliament when 
challenged on the ground that his gov- 
ernment had refused to take advantage 
of an obvious opportunity at the time 
of the negotiations between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States over the Clay 
ton-Bulwer treaty, to procure n settle- 
mient of the vexed Alaskan iBoundary 
dispute: "Canada has no direct interest 
in the Clayton-diulwer treaty; Canada 
has no direct interest in the 'Nicaragua 
■Canal; Canada has no more interest in 
the negtiation of a treaty which affected 
the Nicaragua Canal than she would 
have in a treaty in reference to the Suez 
Canal, or in any other question between 
Great Britain, and a foreign power in 
which she was not interested." Canada, 
it would seem to us, has a large direct, as 
well as a large indirect interest in the 
Nicaragua Canal. This canal will be a 
very important factor in modifying the 
great trade routes of the world. It will 
also eonie^ into direct competition with 
transcontinental railway lines whether 
these are situated in the United State 
or Canada. As Canada is 'becoming anil 
must become a great trading and manu- 
facturing and commercial nation, - not 
merely with much local wealth and u 
-magnificent home market, but l>os> 
unequalled opportunities for the develop- 
ment of foreign trade, Premier iL/aurier's 
argument that she has no direct interest 
in this canal is a little difficult to fo'.low. 
The indirect interest which Canada had 
in the negotiations which led to the aibro 
gation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, are 
much (better expressed by Lord Laus 
downe than they could foe by us. In 
an official despatch to Lord Pauncefote 
under date of 22 February, 1001, he 
said: "Shortly afterwards Lord Her- 
schell intimated that <the difficulties 
regard to the question of the Alaskan 
boundary seemed insuperable, nnd t 
he feared it might 'be necessary to break 
off the negotiations of which he had 
hitherto had the charge. Upon this Lord 
Salisbury informed Mr. White, that h 
did not sec how Her iMajesty's govern 
ment could sanction any convention for 
'amending the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, as 
the opinion of this country would hard- 
ly support t bein in making a concession 
which would the 'wholly to the benefit of 
the United States, at a time when they 
appeared to lie so little inclined to come 
to a satisfactory settlement in regard to 
the Alaskan frontier." In tie face of 
such a statement as this, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier denies that any opporO'nit 
existed, simply because his government 
has been found guilty of overlooking it.

Mr. 'McPhillips gave a cur- 
iously inverted view of the causes or the 
trou/blo with the South African Repub- 
lics. • We have always understood that' 
a stupid and tyrannical oligarchy in ■Pre- 
toria, prevented aliens who paid all the 
taxes, and lived in the country (with 
'their wives and families, from assum- 
ing the .duties of citizenship and acquir- 
ing its privileges, by swearing allegiance 
to its construction and authority. One 
has to come to British Columbia for the 
unique experience of finding men who 
would seriously suggest that those who 
nre guest* albeit welcome guests of tho 
country, and under the protection of a 
foreign consular power, should be per- 
iraittod to influence the course of its af- 
fairs in the smallest 'particular. Lest, 
we should say too (much, we shall say- 
no more, but we sincerely hope that 
there is no alien in the country .so lost 
to all 6onse of decency, as not to con- 
demn the suggestion made by certain of 
our own people who appear to be as un- 
intelligent as they are unpatriotic.

The. general monthly meeting of the 
Victoria tBoard of Trade was held in the 
Hoard of Trade rooms yesterday after- 
noon. President L. G. MeQuade pre- 
sided. Among those present were Messrs. 
Todd, Mitchell, Pitts, Seasbrooke, Mae- 
lute, Christie, Mason, Grunt, Gruihame, 
Feasor, Patterson, Lugrin, Wootton, 
Thomson; Cox, Smith, iMunsie, Bell, 
Crease, Erskine, tShallcross, Mess, 
Clarke, Stemler and Leiser. 

The delegates of the Associated Boards 
of 'Trade of Kootenay, who had come 
down to interview the government re- 
garding the needs of that district, and 
who had stayed over for a day in order 
to •attend the meeting and ask for the 
co-operation of the Victoria Board of 
Trade in I heir endeavors, were then in- 
troduced. Among these were Messrs. 
J. S. Clute, Mayor of Rossland, and G. 
1£. Martin, a lawyer from Kaslo, Iboth 
of .whom addressed the board. 

Mr. Clute expressed the gratitude of 
ihe Associated Hoards of 'Trade for the 
opportunity thus afforded them of meet- 
ing the Victoria board and discussing to- 
gether some of the burning questions of 
the welfare of the country. In conserv- 
ing British Columbia for the British Co- 
lumbians, which lie thought was an aim 
common to them all, one of the tirst 
things lo be desired was, hi' considered, 
the closer connection of the Coast and 
Kootenay by one direct line of railway. 
This .matter had been .before them for 
a long time, and today the need for such 
a line was greater than over. It would 
not only hind the various sections of 
the province into closer unity, hut in aid- 
ing the development of the mineral belts 
would bring trade to the wholesalers of 
Victoria, ami materially increase the 
prosperity of the whole. This 'was one 
of the matters strenuously advocated by 
the Associated Hoards, nnd in fact it 
had been one of the things directly lead- 
ing up to their uniting together' as an 
association. 

'ihe Associated Boards, he then ex- 
plained, resulted from a conference of 
the 15 Boards of Trade of the various 
points of Kootenay, and the Upper Coun- 
try. By uniting they secured a unity 
of action, and more hope of gaining 
such ends as would advance the inter- 
ests of the various and scattered com- 
munities of that pan of the province. 
Latit year they had met at Kaslo, when 
11 boards had been represented, and 
their discussions had been crystallized 
into resolutions and scattered abroad in 
published form. 

The 2 per cent, tax on the output of 
the onines, was one of the .most pressing 
issues at the present time, and it was as 
important to the wholesalers of Vic- 
toria as it was to the miners of Koo- 
tenay. Of the ill-effects of this tax, he 
had only to refer them to the opinions 
of such men as Mr. Robert "Ward, form- 
crly a president of the British Columbia 
Hoard, and also to those of Mr. An- 
] tony .1. McMillan, who was a recognized 
j authority on such imestious, not only in 
I Kootenay, hut also in England, where 
he frequently addressed important con- 
ferences upon such financial matters. 
The tminers did not expect to escape 
taxation altogether, they certainly con- 
sidered this tax a very onerous one, and 
their hands would be much strengthened 
in protesting against the injustice of 
some of its incidence if the Hoards of 
Trade on the coast would lend them a 
helping hand. 

Air. .Martin, of Kaslo, then told how 
.hopeless the prospects were of getting 
any relief ::t the present time regarding 
this two per cent. tax. Has-..,! in ISUU, 
each year had seen a deputation sent 
down to the government to protest 
against it, and invariably without sue- 
cess. The government regularly 'admit- 
ted that it bore unjustly upon the low- 
grade ores, and the new mines, but noth- 
ing was ever done to right the injustice. 
Tllere was no question on the point that' 
the mines should be ti'xed, but the 
.burning injustice of the mutter lay in 
its incidence. At ihe present time the 
mines that were not paying felt, the 
burden, and that so hardly as to set 
back development and prevent that pro- 
gress that the country should be enjoy- 
ing. 

■lie regretted that there was not a clos- 
er connection 'between the Coast and 
Kootenay. Their interests were identi- 
cal in the matter, and he hoped that 
soon the much-desired line ol railway 
would be constructed. 

Regarding the railway question, he 
thought too that more safeguards should 
he included in the charters given them 
I by the government. For lack of fhese 
a great deal of hardship was now being 
suffered in his part of the country, 
j I.Messrs. .Stewart and Welsh had the Ln'r- 
j dean railway contract. They were well 
j able to carry it through, hot the work 
' w.-i s sublet to men of straw. As a 
. result of this subletting, it happened that 
! the local merchants of Kaslo were now 
I carrying about .fiiO.ljoo in time cheeks, 
; which were yet unpaid, and it simply 

1 amounted to the fact that the merchants 
jot' Kaslo had to carry the contractors. 

The Hoard of Trade thought that these 
merchants should be protected. They 
should have a better chance of finding 
out the true position of these contracts 
and su'h-contracts, and in the present 
case it was suggested that those who 
got the line should be made to pay for 
it, and that before the line could be open- 
ed lor tratllc these claims should be paid'. 

'As all well know, the Kootenay de- 
pended upon a single industry, namely, 
.mining. When the mines closed down, 
the shops shut up. At the present time 
the position of the silver-lead market 
was Ihearing very hardly upon the Koo 
tenay, and the question of reiiof was 
one which Hoards of Trade could widl 
try to solve. With 'a cent ami a half 
tax on lead going into the United States, 
it was time that Canada should bo in n 
position to utilize her own lead, and in 
so doing help out the mining business. 

In answer to a question regarding the 

2 per cent, tax, Mr. 'Martin concede." 
that the questiou was so large that the 
Associated Boards could not offer sug- 
gestions to completely meet the difficulty 
This, however, might be done through 
Ihe appointment of a commissioner o. 
taxation, as was done in other places, 
ami in several of the states. What wtu 
most complained of, 'was that anines that 
scarcely paid to operate, or were only 
rn the development stage, felt the tax- 
very heavily indeed, and so the Boards 
thought that in such instances the ti>; 
should not be imposed, or in other words, 
that a dedueation should be made to tin 
extent of the cost of mining as well as 
for transportation and smelting charges 
as was; done at present. 

Duncan Ross, who has but lately conn 
down from Oreonwood, told of the great 
loss that Victoria was suffering througl 
the lack of direct railway connection 
with the Kootenay mining towns. While 
the Tourists' association was doing a 
great deal to bring' people here to sp~ew' 
their holidays and money, men were go- 
ing to Spokane from all the points o' 
Kootenay for that very purpose, and 
with ibetter railway connection they 
would prefer to come to this city. 

'The present 12 per cent, tax, he argued, 
worked a double hardship against tin 
home smelter, as it meant that the Iesf 
the charges for transportation and smelt 
mg, the more the government claimed as 
taxes. Today in the Boundary, smeltiu- 
charges were very fair and just, rwhih 
there were reasonable freight rates of 
lyit 16 cents a ton. If the cost of irrin 
ing were excluded also from. the. opera 
tion of the tax, he 'considered that fai 



greater justice would be done to the in- 
dustry. 

■He thought too that the other taxes 
should Ihe collected a little better. Ihey 
taxed the outputs of the mines that 
were working, but leU tfctt thousands of 
[Crown granted properties thul were held, 
often in England and the United States, 
almost Scot free. There were today 
about 3,000 claims thus tied up, most 
of them waiting until their neighbor 
spent his money and tested the ore body. 
At present these claims were taxed Lo 
cents' an acres, but that w y as wholly in- 
adequate, and was often not collected. 
.From this source alone *i.>,0(K) « year 
could well be added to the revenue of the 
province, and if the claim owners would 
not pay such taxes it would be a good 
thing to have tax sales, and let some 
one else have a chance to do something 
with the property. 

Mr. ILngrin thought that the question 
of taxation was the greatest that the 
province had to face today. The $1,- 
000,000 deficit was far more important 
even than the railway question, and this 
had to be honestly faced when any ap- 
peal for the reduction of taxation was 
being made. That the mines were over- 
taxed, there were but few doubts. 'But 
in asking for relief, the miners should 
not come to the government, hat in haTTd 
asking for favors. They should remem- 
Iher too that the department was not 
manned by miners, and so in a success- 
ful protest against the burden of taxa- 
tion it would be necessary for the min- 
ers to come down to the government 
with some fair plan of how, and to what 
extent the mining industry of the coun- 
try could be taxed. They had no right 
to come as supplicants, they must face 
it out as .business men. 

As to the time-check question brought 
up by -Mr. Martin, of Kaslo, Mr. Lugrin 
suggested that some sort of lien could 
well be provided for by statute so tiiat 
these Wilges should 'be secured just as 
was now done every day under the .Me- 
chanics' Lien Act. . 

'Mr. S. .1. Pitts thought that on the 
question of taxation of mines, the right 
nnd the only rigid way, was to tax the 
dividends, and not to discourage any 
project when in the early struggling ol 
its development days. 

i.Mr. Clute here pointed out that already 
the costs of transportation and smelting 
were being deducted before the tax was 
computed, and it was the desire of the 
Ihoards that the cost of mining should 
be 'made a like deduction. The lower 
the grade of the ore. the more hardly 
the burden of the present tax was felt, 
and the lower the grade, the greater the 
pay roll was as a rule, and the larger 
the volume of business of a camp too. 

Mr. Duncan Ross then showed that the 
2 per cent, tax when imposed on a !>."> 
ore, at say Greenwood, amounted to 
about I'.") per cent, of the profit to be 
made from handling such a low grade 
output. 

Mr. .1. ,1. Shallcross thought that even 
if the Kootenay mines of today were be- 
ing unduly taxed, they must all remem- 
ber how great a matter the question ol' 
the provincial revenue was today too. 
and also that for many years the Koo- 
tenay country benefited very largely 
from the expenditure of tile money rais- 
ed by taxation in other parts of the prov- 
inve, while they wen; contributing but 
very little to the public treasury, lie 
deprecated very much the fact that so 
many Crown granted mineral claims 
were being worked, and were not paying 
much in the way of taxes. He thought 
that a ,fl2 tax was altogether too little 
to pay for the tieiug up of some 50 acres 
of mineral land, .which might turn out 
as rich as the I.e Roi. lie advocated 
that the matter be thoroughly gone into, 
or else dropped, as it was far too impor- 
tant a question for any superficial treat- 
ment. The Kootenay men too being ex- 
perts, so to speak, should have some de- 
'liuite suggestions to make on the subject 
before much could be done about it. 

Mr. Crease pointed out that the mines 
of Vancouver Island made the question 
quite as important a one in Victoria as 
it was in Rosslaud and other up-country 
cities. The taxing of a mine was so 
ahstruce a matter, attended by so many 
uncertainties on all sides, than an ordin- 
ary man could be well excused for not 
caring to have to decide upon it. In 
railways the employment of a commis- 
sioner lo go extensively and intensively 
into the matter of taxation had proved 
a great success, and he thought that the 
appointment of a commissioner of taxa- 
tion here, should go a long way 
towards the securing of the utmost jus- 
tice throughout the entire matter. 

President McQuade then spoke of the 
pleasure that the visit of the delegates 
of the Associated Boards had given 
'thorn all, and on his promising that in 
committee of the Victoria Board would 
take the matter up very carefully, the 
deputation then withdrew.

Secretary Elworthy then read the 
minutes of the two previous meetings, 
which were adopted. 

The report of the committee appointed 
lo wait upon the government regarding 
railways on the Island, wa stheti read. 
It stateil that the cwiimittec had had an 
Interview with the Premier nnd his 
executive officers fin the subject of the 
proper route for a railway from Vic- 
toria to Alberni. The route along the 
north side of Cowichun lake had been 
discussed, and its advantages in opening 
up a rich mineral and timber country 
had been urge. I wilh smell good effect 

that the Pr icr had promised thufTlhis 

route should be exploited during the 
coming summer, the expense of such 
work being estimated at $1,000. The 
report was adopted. 

Tin' matter of coasting law:-, which 
was to have ben dealt with by Mi. 
Shallcross, was laid over to the next 
meeting. 

A letter from Lndysmilh, notified Ihe. 

hoard that a Hoard of Trade had '1 i 

formed at that port, now the third port 
in the province, ami that it hoped to have 
the co-operation of tin.. Victoria organi- 
zation regarding certain roads and 
works to be advocated for the develop- 
ment of the Island. 

Mr. 'Shallcross gave notice of his in- 
tention to move, at the next meeting, 
that steps Ihe undertaken towards thu 
forming of an Associated Hoard of Trade 
for the British Columbia coast. 

Mr. .Lugrin gave notice, that .at the 
next meeting he again wished the ques- 
tion of Island Development to be further 
discussed. 

The Hoard then adjourned.

The nnmuil meeting of the l'l'ioudly 
Help society was held in their rooms 
nt tlu< i.Uarket hull yesterday afternoon. 
The Qiresideut's, secretary'*, and treasur- 
er's reports were rend and adopted, 'l uey 
were us follows: 

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 

Ladies and Geutlouieu, — A very few 
■words will suffice upon this occasion, us liu; 
reports will deal fully with the work oi 
the past year, and my term of office has 
been a very short one. You know that 1 
was only elected in October, to take the 
/place of Mrs. Hay ward, whose tall .hi ul 
work in the Interests of the society wan 
so thoroughly appreciated h.v all her fel- 
low-workers, and by all whom she visited 
and helped. The loss sustained by her 
death has ben severely felt, not only by 
this Association, but by many .societies In 
this city, In which she was deeply Inter- 
ested, bur hearty thanks are due to our 
treasurer and secretary for their services 
rendered to tills work. These officers have 
been connected with us since the Inaugur- 
ation of the Association, and they have al- 
ways been truly Interested lu all that con- 
cerns Us welfare. 

Seven years have (tone by, since, the work 
was commenced under the auspices of the 
Local Council of Women, and Its history 
has been one of continual success, its 
sphere of usefulness has increased, and 
people are slowly but surely being con- 
vinced that It Is wiser to Rive relief by 
means of an organization, that Investigates 
the needs of those who apply, than to 
scatter broadcast so-called charity to any 
■one who Ticks at the door: for those who 
thus apply are by no means those who 
most need, or deserve most to be helped. 

in Victoria, as everywhere, there are 
a number of people patiently enduring pri- 
vations and hardships who would never 
ask for help, but who will thankfully re- 
ceive 'it when It Is offered uud given iiiilet- 
ly by one of the visitors, with the assurance 
lliat names will never bo published, or 
affairs discussed 'by outsiders. To such the 
Association shows in Its best sense the true 
spirit of "Friendly Help." 

The fact that the city Is willing to' al- 
low its charity fund to be largely distrib- 
uted by this organization, shows that It 
Is considered a reliable medium, and that 
the authorities entrusted with public 
moneys are satisfied that relief thus (riven 
is administered in the most careful man- 
ner. 

The secretary's report will give a satis- 
factory account of the year's work, and 
our thanks are ngnin (riven to the Corpora- 
lion of Victoria, anil to the numerous 
friends who contribute to the funds. 

The treasurer's report shows a steady 
work, with no largo Increase In Income or 
■expenditure. We could wisli thai the num- 
ber of annual subscribers were larger, and 
that more ladles wore willing to undertake 
the collecting cards. The work at Christ- 
mas time was carried out satisfactorily 
ami carefully, under the direction of Mrs. 
IMcMlcklng. and we were grateful for the 
jrifts contributed In money and goods', and 
especially the co operation of the children 
attending the schools or the city, and for 
the assistance in this matter given by the 
city superintendent of schools. 

The methods adopted by the Association 
nfor carrying out lis work cannot be too 
widely known. While willing to listen to 
complaints, and to be found fault with 
when necessary, the reports of the month- 
ly meetings show that the utmost care Is 
'taken to give assistance in the right way, 
and 1o the right people. 

At the present time there is n need of 
more workers, as district -visitors, or as 
helpers at the rooms on the mornings when 
clothes are distributed to those who bring 
.a recommendation from a district visitor, 
or from a clergyman. 

Before long, many of our friends will be 
engaged in the occupation of spring clean- 
ing, when we hope they will remember 
thai furniture of all kinds, clothes (espec- 
lallv men's), boots and shoes, will be tlinnk- 
•fullv received, and may he left at any time 
at tlie city market, with Mr. Johnson, who 
is always willing to assist the work of the 
Friendly Help Association. There lias been 
a feeling of uncertainty lately as to vhoth- 
.or our rooms were to be converted into 
a railway station, but so far we have been 
undisturbed: and while wishing all possi- 
ble success to the now* line, we hope the 
time may he long distant when we have to 
vacate our present suitable premises. 

It will be a 1 help to our work If those 
present, after listening to the reports, will 
discuss any special' points, and make any 
suggestions that may occur to them for 
the Improvement of the methods, or for 
enlisting a larger amount of support from 
outsiders. 

We are thankful for the opportunities 
■given to us for carrying out the work In 
the past, and we look forward with confi- 
dence nnd hope to being able to continue 
•to render these little act.s of service 
those who arc In need of assistance In our

V'SBORETARY'S REPORT. 

Madame President. Ladles and Gent 
men. This is the seventh annua) report 
that I have been privileged to give for till 
society, and If repetitions of previous re- 
ports occur. I trust that you will bear with 
nil- as we have- been asked to repeat some 
of our methods of work. 

This Friendly Help, like the Local Council 
of Women, by whom it was organized 
purely non-denominational, ladles from 
every creed and church working harmon- 
iously. Our aim Is to help only those that 
are in real need of a helping baud, and Is 
extended principally to women and chil- 
dren, but for tin- past year several aged 
and Infirm men have also been amongst 
our regular recipients. We strive in every 
case to help people to help themselves, 
and have hail several very gratifying re- 
sults along this line. 

our methods are simple. The city Is div- 
ided Into 20 districts, each of which Is In 
charge of one or more, lady visitors, who 
learn the whereabouts of every needy fam- 




ily and coneleutiously visit tnein and see 
that) that they are assisted lu a Judicious 
not pauperizing, as we are often accused 

These visitors, as well as the ladles who 
take charge of the rooms three days of each 
week, are all meuiuers of the committee 
of management, and attend the monthly 
meetings, where their difficult cases arc 
Uiscussed, notes compared and advice and 
assistance given. 

Each visitor, has a neat little pocket map 
executed by one of our commute (Miss 
Woods.) This gh-cs districts as well as 
visitors' names, and this enables one lady 
to notify another should she hear of a 
ueuuy case that is not in her own dis- 
trict. 

The rooms arc kept open three mornings 
of each week, where two or three ladles 
are always faithfully In attendance to 
distribute clothing and other articles that 
have been kindly donated, and lu some 
eases' they art able to direct taosc seeking 
employment, to wncre li may be found. 

Liuring the year we have assisted one 
huuilfou anil thirty-one families anil lu- 1 
dlviitiiuts, convpureU with one hundred and 
ten last year. To tins number groceries 
were' given 1!M times, fuel 7- times, milk 
daily in four or live cases, meat to a large 
number and clothing many times to al- 
most the -whole number. Resides these, 
medicine, nursing, new shoes, pieces of 
furniture, etc., etc., from a clock to a 
grid iron, have buen given. 

At Xtuas we gave a substantial dinner, 
consisting of roast beef, with materials for 
a pudding, as well as one or more new 
garments and some staple groceries to 
between fifty and sixty families. 

We have received 1021 parcels of miscel- 
laneous goods, chlelly second hand cloth- 
ing, and 7-1 parcels of new garments, at 
Xmus. Besides these we hud ;t:i cash dona- 
tions at Xmas, amounting to $147.05. The 
aggregate amount expended during the 
year was $S!)3.20. 

Again this year we were called upon to 
mourn the loss of an efficient worker, our 
beloved President, Mrs. Huyward. who 
died at midsummer. Her work was laid 
down, her master calling her home to hear 
the "Well done, etc," 

The same wise hand has tilled her place 
by one ei|iially capable and who is Inde- 
fatigable in her work lor the Friendly Help 
Society, Miss I'errln, who was our lion. 
President'. 

We have to extend grateful thanks to the 
Home Nurslug Society for continued klud- 
HCS.S In sending their efficient nurse, Mrs. 
Herbert, to care for many of our suffering 
ones, wlio otherwise could not have a 
nurse's care. 

We have also to thank the Keremlss 
committee for the beautiful decorations 
they left lu our rooms after their enter- 
tainment. 

Our thanks must also be again extended 
to Mr. Johnson, market superintendent, 
for continued courtesy: to the Mayor and 
aldermen for their financial assistance: to 
tilt- city dallies for free notices throughout 
the year, and to all of our generous donors 
who so thoughtfully keep us supplied with 
clothing, cash, etc., etc., for our needy 
ones, especially to Mrs. Olaxton for her 
munificent donation of furniture.

all, were the people most interested, niul 
it was a mistake to ignore them in any 
negotiations which were undertaken, lie 
spoke especially of the Songhee reserve, 
and ho contended that neither govern- 
ment had a right to dispossess tlifSm. 
The way to arrive at a solution of the 
difficulty was to take the Indians into 
their confidence, gain their good will, and 
then they would he found to be quite 
reasonable and susceptible to argument. 

dlon. Mr. Eiberte expressed himself in 
accord with the rasolution. The gov- 
ernment had not 'been remiss Ln, placing 
the question in the strongest light 'beforo 
the Ottawa government, lie disagreed 
entirely with the argument of Mr. .Me- 
Phillips. The case quoted by him oc- 
curred in Ontario, where the law was 
different. This province had no right to 
extinguish the Indian title without the 
intervention of the Dominion govern- 
ment. The Indians on the Songhee re- 
serve secured a perpetual lease from the 
Hudson's liny Co. before confederation, 
ami their title was continued ,by die 
Dominion at the time of the union. The' 
government had taken every possible 
means to induce the Dominion govern- 
ment to take definite action, but' so far 
little had been done except in the case 
of the Songhee reserve, which he hoped 
was in a fair way of settlement. The 
correspondence in that case had iheeu 
carried on for many years — since before 
confederation— showing the difficulties in 
the way of extinguishing the Indian 
title. In removing Indians from long 
'established reserves, it was necessary 
to provide lands suitable a.nd satisfac- 
tory to the Indians. It was onlv just 
and humane that their' feelings and 
rights should be consulted. The gov- 
ernment had proposed to the Dominion 
the appointment of a commission to en- 
quire into and deal with the whole ques- 
tion, 'but that commission had not yet 
been appointed. The correspondence 
subsequent to that request .would be 
brought down. 

In the case of the Songhee reserve, the 
government had made the following pro- 
posal to the Dominion government: 

The Dominion to surrender, absolutely, 
to the province all their rights to the 
nineteen acres set for the use of the Es- 
quimau it Xanaimo railway as ia riglit- 
"t-way; and to so much of that part of 
t tie honghees reserve as Idee north of 
the present traveled Esquimau road, and 
east of the Crnigflower road: 

J he Dominion to be authorized to sell 
the residue of the reserve and api.lv the 
proceeds, together with such moneys as 
they have in hand attached to this re- 
serve, to the re-ha'bilitation of the Song- 
hees Indians upon another reserve satis- 
factory to the Dominion, to the provided 
tor, by the province, the province to have 
the reversion in any surplus available 
over and above the cost of such re-habili- 
tation. 

With regard to the adjustment of In- 
dian reserves generally, the 'Honorable, 
the Premier, had made the following 
proposals: 

"I would also call your attention to the 
fact that it is advisable that joint action 
should be taken at an early date bv tho 
Dominion and local governments us to 
lie adjustment of Indian reserves in 
British Columbia, other than tho reserve 
itwvc mentioned, 

'"In some instances large tracts of 
very valuable agricultural, Innus are held 
by a very small number of Indians'. Un- 
der Hie earlier orders-in-coitucil referring; 
to Indian reserves it appears that it was 
the intention, from lime to time, as there 
wilts a diminution or augmentation in 
the number of a tribe, to decrease or in- 
crense the boundaries of the reserve. I ( 
would, therefore, beg respectfully to 
point out to you that this would be an 
-' opportune time to take up the question, 
and would ask you to take steps to curry 
out the intention of the government as 
shown in the orders-in-eouueil referred 
I". I -would accordingly suggest that a 
commission bo appointed, one commis- 
sioner to be appointed by the Dominion 
government, one by the provincial gov- 
ernment, those two to appoint a third 
commissioner as umpire; the scope of the 
com/mission to be such as will have tho 
effect of carrying out the terms of the 
orders-in-couucil referring to the adjust- 
ment of the reserves, i think, under the 
circumstances, I could agree with what 
vou said during our conversation yester- 
day, thai, inking everything into con- 
sideration, it might be inadvisable to 
appoint as commissioner any person from 
the province ,,!' British Columbia." 

The question of mineral rights on In- 
dinn reserves had also been brought 
prominently to the attention of the Do- 
minion. ()n that subject, Mr. iJunsmuir 
had written: 

"Further adverting to our conversa- 
tion, I would propose that the local gov- 
ernment, be empowered— at their own ex- 
pense— <to administer the base minerals, 
including coal, lying under Indian re- 
fc'orves, the Dominion receiving for the 
'relinquishment of any rights of admin- 
istering the base minerals, including 
'coal, inidier Indian reserves, one-half of 
■any royalty and taxation 0:1 coal, and 
'half of the taxes, either direct or rev- 
enue by way of royalty, collecl d on base 
mmeru.ls other than coal, and gold and 
silver (which are (dearly within the right 
of the province.) Any arrangement 
made under this proposal to be without 
prejudice to the riu-hts of tin' province 
or the Dominion to the minerals under 
'Indian reserves, but solely for the pur- 
ipose of promoting the 'mining industry in 
the province. 

"It. is understood, of course, that the 
reversionary right of the province To the 
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Indian funds so derived shall remain 
intact." 

The object was to conserve to the prov- 
ince the minerals which were undoubted- 
ly its property. lie (Mr. Eberts) hud al- 
ways contended that minerals, wherever 
found, belonged to the province, and 
that contention, so far as the precious 
metals were concerned, had been con- 
firmed toy the courts in tiie cases of the 
<C. P. It. land grant and the E. & X. 
railway belt. The government were pre- 
pared to do everything in their power 
to bring about a settlement of the ques- 
tion. 

•Mr. 'Martin agreed with the Honor- 
able the Attorney-General. It was ut- 
terly impossible for the local govern- 
ment to do more than secure the favor- 
able action of the Dominion. The ques- 
tion had come up during the time ho 
was Attorney-General, and he had se» 
cured an amendment to the Lands Act 
providing that where lands ceased to 
be used by Indians the Dominion would 
reconvey such lands to the province. The 
question was a very diilleult one to ileal 
with, but he believed the government 
were doing all possible to arrange a 
settlement. It was quite time that the 
Dominion should consent to a business- 
like arrangement by which the province 
would bo enabled to deal with the min- 
eral lights). 

Mr. IlaWfhofutWaite agreed that a 
Settlement of the question was moat de- 
sirable, '.'Ait he hoped if tin arrangement 
was brought about that it twould be 
for tho benefit of bona tide settlers and 
miners, ami not for the good of specula- 
tors or corporal ions. 

'Mr. Neil! was gratified to see so much 
interest taken in his resolution, and he 
hoped it would result in some immediate 
action being taken by the government. 

The resolution was then ndopted. 

Mr. Curtis moved, seconded by 'Mr. 
Monro. That the rules, orders and forms 
.il' proceeding of the legislative assem- 
bly of the province of British Colum- 
bia hi' amended by striking out rule mid 
order .No. 110 and substituting the fol- 
lowing therefore: 

"110. In all unprovided cases the 
rules, usages and forms of the H'Wtise 
of Commons of Canada shall be follow- 
ed." 

Hon. Mr. Rberts asked Mr. Curtis m 
allow the motion to stand or withdraw 
it. in consideration of the government's 
intention to appoint a committee to re- 
vise the rules. 

Mr. Curtis, under tile circumstances, 
withdrew bis resolution. 

Mi-. Martin did not think either the 
rules of Westminster or the House of 
Commons in Ottawa were suitable to 
this province. He would favor the 
adoption of a sel of rules to govern 
every ordinary case, and if anything out 
r.f the ordinary anise, to leave it to Mr. 
Speaker. 

Mi-. McPhillips moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate on Mr. Mclnncs' 
amendment on the mil i-Mongolian re- 
solution introduced by Mr. Heliuckon. 

Mr. Mr-Bride nsked" that the matter 
be laid over till Tuesday, and that the 
government bring down correspondence 
relating to the proposed disallowance of 
acts of last session. 

The government accepted the sugges- 
tion.

SECOND READINGS. 
On the second reading of an Act to 
prevent Priority among Execution Cred- 
itors, Hon. Mr. Hbcrls explained that 
il provided that all creditors should 
have equal rights in a case where sev- 
eral executions were issued against a 
debtor. As the law stood it often hap- 
pened that the creditor who was most 
expeditious in getting his writ into the 
hands of the sheriff secured full payment 
of bis claim to the detriment of those 
whose writs came in later. The bill 
had been printed and distributed last 
session, and it had been submitted to 
and had been approved of by many of 
the leading business men of the prov- 
ince. 

Mr. MoPhillips argued that the act 
should not be allowed to affect regis- 
tered judgments. 

The further consideration of the bill 
was adjourned till the next sittings of 
the House. 

The bill to amend the Children's Pro- 
tection Act was read a second time and 

considered in i imittoe of the whole, 

Mi-. Hal! in the chair, and reported with- 
out amendments. 

Air. Oliver's bill to amend the High- 
way Truffle Regulations Act was read a 
second time. The provisions of the bill 
were summarized in the Colonist when 
read a first time. 

Mr. Martin moved the second reading 
of a bill to Prohibit Aliens from Vot- 
ing at 'Municipal Elections. 

Mr. Martin said he was astonished to 
find that under the Vancouver city char- 
ter aliens were permitted to vote at 
municipal elections. He did not believe 
such a state of affairs existed anywhere 
else in the British Empire. The object 
of his bill was to make the law uniform 
throughout the province. The right of 
holding property by an alien was one 
thing, but it was a different matter to 
allow an alien to exercise the rights of a 
British subject. In the United States 
no alien could vote without having be- 
come a citizen; in some states aliens 
were not ' even allowed to own real 
estate. Such a thing as allowing an 
alien to exorcise the franchise was un- 
heard of in any of the countries ofrtCur- 
ope, and that such an anomaly should 
exist in this province was very absurd. 

Mr. Mc'Phillips held that Mr. Martin 
was out of order. His bill was aimed 
to amend the Vancouver city charter, 
and a private member had no right to 
bring in a bill to amend a private act. 
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Mr. Speaker held that Mr. Martin 
was in order. 

Mr. MoPhillips appealed from the 
Speaker's ruling. 

Mr. Speaker pointed out that no men- 
tion of the Vancouver city charter was 
made in the bill, and there was nothing 
apparent in the bill that it was design- 
ed to affect a private bill. 

Mr. Speaker's ruling was sustained 
by a vote of 22 to 10. 

Mr. Martin, continuing his remarks, 
said the naturalization laws of Canada 
■were as liberal as those of any country 
in the world. Every foreigner was wel- 
come to come to the Dominion and 
joy all the rights which were granted 
to native born subjects, except that he 
could not exercise the franchise with- 
out becoming a British subject. This 
bill only contemplated treating the for 
eigncr reciprocity in this respect, for 
in no foreign country was a Briti 
subject allowed to vote. 

Mr. Garden opposed the bill. There 
were several foreigners in Vancouver 
who were largely interested in real es- 
tate, and it was only fair that they 
should have a voice in the civic gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. 'MoPhiliiipH strongly opposed the 
bill, lie claimed that it was incorrect 
to say that foreigners were not allowed 
to vote in municipal elections in other 
countries. One of the causes of the war 
in South Africa, he mverred, was just 
such legislation as Mr. Martin proposed 
by his bill. lie urged that every for- 
eigner who had interests in the country 
should be allowed to vote in municipal 
elections, He accused Mr. 'Martin of 
ulterior motives in introducing the bill, 
and made a lengthly criticism of that 
gentleman's actions and intentions. 

Air. Oliver accused Air. .Alol'hillips of 
insincerity. If he really believed that 
aliens should be allowed to vote in A'un- 
conver, he should take steps to extend 
such a law to Victoria and the rest of 
the province. 

.Mr. Gilmour complained that Mr. Alo- 
l'hillips wasted the time of the House, 
and impeded business. He declared that 
the Vancouver <ity cJinntcr was rushed 
through the House, and when the ques- 
tion of aliens was under consideration 
(there wore only live members in tne 
illouse. The citizens of Vancouver want- 
led this amendment, they did not desire, 
that aliens should rule their affaire, they 
Iwere quite content to be governed by* 
Itbeir follow British subjects. He was 
unprisi'd to bear Air.
